HE Duke de Popoli has receiv’d orders 
from the King of Spain to repair forth- 
with to the Court of Madrid, to com- 
mand the Company of Italian Life- 
guards, of which he is Captain. His 
Majefty dire&cd him at the fame Time by a Let- 
ter nuder his own Hand to bring with him 4o 
young Gentlemen, to ferve as Cadets. He found 
that Number in 4. Days time, and among them there 
are Perfons of the chiefeft Quality in this Kingdom, 
who were forward co give a good Example, and ex- 
refs upon this Cccafion all imaginable Zeal for the 
Kine’s Service ; Don Michele Aquaviva Brother of 
the uke Arri, and Don Lelio Caraffa Brother of 
the Duke de Matalone, are of the Number. The 2d 
Regiment form’d out of the Troops commonly call’d 
the Pactahon of che Kingdom, are embarking to be 
iranipoited to Barcelona. 
From che Bruffeis Gazette, dated July 28. 
Madrid, July 9. The King has at length given 
Leave to the Count de Monterey and the Duke de 
Montalto who were of the Cabinet-Council to refign 
their Plave:> and thofe Noblemen went to the Palace 
the 4th to return Thanks to his Majefty. The Mar- 
quisde Risbourg, whom the King had {ent to Ciudad 
Rodrigo, to command the Troops on that Frontier, 
is gone from thence by order from his Majefty to Ca- 
talonia, to affift the Viceroy Don Franciico de Velaf- 
co and provide for the Security of Barcelona. The 
Regiment of Spanith Guards of the Count d’ Agui- 


lar, and that of Flemifh Guards of the Duke d’ Havre 


are return’d hither, and are quarter’d in fome neigh- 
bouring Villages. They are to be recruited and aug- 
mented to 2 Battalions each. The new Levies in 
this Kingdom are carried on with Succefs ; Recruits 
are alfo raifing for the old Regiments, who are 
paid their Arrears. A new Regiment of Irith Dra- 
goons, the Command of which is given to Colonel 
Caftron an Irifh Man, is almoft compleat ; 300 Irith 
Men who deferred the Service of the Enemy in Por- 
tupal, are lifted into it. Advice being come from 
Tarragona, that asthe Offtcers of Juftice were lead- 
ing a Malefactor to Prifon, @ome Inhabitants of that 
Town refcu’d him out of their Hands; the Court 
has fent ftrict orders for apprehending and trying 
the Perfons that were bufieft in that Tumult, They 
write from Cazeres the 5th Inftant, that the Enemy, 
who are employ’d in the Blockade of Marvan, ha- 
ving attempted to furprize the Convent of San Fran- 
cifco, within Mufquer-fhot of that Town 5; were re+ 
puls’d with Lofs. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated July 30. 

Paris, July 24. Letters from Madrid of the 8th In- 
ftant fay, the Marfhal de Theffe was arriv’d there ; 
that the Marquis de Leganez would be conducted 
from Pampelona to Bayonne ; that Guard-Houfes 
were building on each fide the King’s Palace at Ma- 
drid; that Monfieur de Legal Lieutenant General, 
conynands the Troops that are between the Douro 
and the Tagus, during the Abfence of the Marfhal 
de Theffe ; that the Portugueze make great Prepa- 
rations againft the enfuing Campagne ; and thar all 
Endeavours are us'd to recruit compleatly the Spanith 


Regiments of Foot that are in Summer-Quarter 
three fourths of the Soldiers belonging iy Re 
giments having deferted to the Enemy, becaufe no 
Pay was given them. A Courier fromthe Marihal 
de Theffe has brought Advice, That the Pormuguefe 
who block up Maivan, having attack’d the Conyent 
of San Francifco a fecond time, have made them. 
felves Matters of it. "Lis reported this Courier has 
likewife brought ‘Word, that the Enemies Fleet 
tilting of 63 Ships, 45 of them Men of War, had 
appear’d off Cadix and fent 3 to view crc Sin 
tuation of that Place; bur’tis al.o faid thar Fleer is 
gone on to che Mediterranean: bts has re- 
ceivd Advice that the Alimirante of Cavin is dead 
in Portugal. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Auguit 4. 

Mentz, July 24. The 22d our Elector nr rhe 
Baron Schromweiier to Swalbach io acquaint Prince 
Lewis of Baden, that the Emperor and the College 
of Princes of the Empire have cholen his Highne& 
Lieutenant General in chief. The Troops that are 
encamp’d 7 or 8 Leagues from hence are 18000 Men 
ftrong, and wait for orders to march. 

Francfort, July 26. The Enemy continue encamp'd 
between Haguenau aud Weiffembourg, and are 
ing away Detachments. ‘he Prince of Hoheniol’ern 
commands at prefent the Troops in the Lines ar Len- 
terbourg, from whence 4 Regiments are gone over 
the Rhine to the Lines of Stohlhoffen : Gen-val 
Thungen is with the Forces that are pofied i: thule 
Lines. Prince Lewis of Baden is expected daily ac 
Lauterbourg from Swalbach. The Pruffian Troops 
are encamp’d on this fide the Rhine near Mublberg ; 
and tis faid their General Arnheym has fenta Cou- 
rier to Berlin, for orders from his Pruffian Majefty 
where they fhall be employ’d ; fome think they will 
be commanded to march down to the Netherlands, 

From the Antwerp Courant, dated July 31. 

Strasburg, July 22. The Veffels laden with Can- 
non and Ammunition, which had lain fome Days 
near Fort Louis, came back hither Yefterday-morn- 
ing, and are to be unladen. Letters written Yefter- 
day from Weiffenbourg advife, that the Marfhal de 
Villars was muftering his Army, and had order’d {e- 
veral Regiments of Foor and Horfe to hold themfelves 
ready to March, but whither was nor yet known, 

Sarlouis, July 23. The 21ft in the Afternoon the 
Horfe which had lain incamp’d fome Days ncar this 
Place broke up and march’d towards Gichembach, 
and were follow’d yefterday Morning by the Foot 
that were encamp’d with them, as alfo by feveral In- 
geniers, 26 Piectsof Cannon, 12 Mortars, anda 
great Number of Weggons with Ammunition. They 
all procesded to Homberg, which Place was to be 
invefted to Day, or will be to Morrow. When that 
and fome other Pofts are taken, the faid Troops are 
to march to Alface, to fupply rhe Room of the 20 
Battallions and as many Squadrons, witich are nyarch’d 
from thence through the Franche Comte for Italy. To 
Day Advice is come, tha rhe German Governc of 
Homberg finding he thould be clicg’d, has fers all 
the Baggage and Uf-lefs Perfors our of the P’scera 
Keyferflauteren ana Landau.
